This report presents ths accounting results of the 1950 fishing season for 42 inshore cod fishing crews and five 
salmoa crews operating on the Gaspe coast in the Province of Quebea, From the beginning to the end of the fishing season, the 
fishermen kept detailed records of their operations, including the quantities of fish sold and the income received from thease 
sales together with the expenditures incurred in the catching of fish and in the maintenance and repair of boat, engine and gear. 
information was also recorded on fishing effort end time spent, both at sea and on shore, in activities oonnested with the fishing 


anterprise. 


In this work tho fishermen were instructed and supervised by Reger Gosselin, of the Marketa and Economics Service, 
Depertment of Fisheries, Ovtawa. 


The study was initiated in 1949 by the Fisheries Prices Support Board for the purpose of providing information on 
fishermen’s incomes and costs. Wollowing the organization of the Markets. and Economios Service, the responsibility for the 
project was transferred to it. 


The present compilation of results for the 1950 season, the second year of the study, was prepared under the direct= 
ton of john Proskie, who is ln charge of production etudies for this Service.
